Robert Stovall, a negro, was convict- 
ed on three charges in the Knox Cir- 
cuit Court at Barboursville and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for a total 
of 119 years. He received two sen- 
tences of ten’years each on the charges 
of robbery, and a sentence of ninety- 
nine years for murder. 

A peculiar feature of the case is 
that Stovall was placed on trial three 
days after being arrested, on three 
charges, and was on trial three days.

At that point 
officers and a crowd of negroes fought 
a battle following efforts of the posse 
to serve warrants. Officers Brooks and 
Smith were kiiled, as was also Jim

COURT VIEW HOTEL N 

BURNS AT WINCHESTER 



By Rare Presence ol Hind Paris 
Boy Escapes With His 
Life. 



Fire at an early hour yesterday 
morning completely destroyed the 
I Court View Hotel, at Winchester, 
causing one fatality and entailing a 
loss of nearly $30,000. 

The fire started on the ground floor 
near the kitchen and the entire first 
floor was a roaring mass of flames be- 
fore it was discovered. 

The fire spread so rapidlyjthat before 
ihe occupants of the buiiding could 
bs awakened the only stairway leading 
from the second and third floors of the 
hotel were ablaze, cutting off the only 
exit from the upper floors and occu- 
pants had to jump from the windows 
of their rooms to escape with their 
lives. 

Mr. H. T. Eais, of Cynthiana, an 
employe of the Burley Tobacco Socie- 
ty, who was in the hotel was burned 
to death. His body was found in the 
ruins at 9 :30 o’clock. Several occu- 
pants of the building remembered see- 
ing him come out of his room when 
they were making their escape. They 
saw him go back presumably to get his 
clothes. but was never seen alive again 
and it is supposed that he was over- 
come by the smoke and thus became 
easy prey to the flames. 

Those who were well acquainted wifch 
Eals say that he was a very souifd 
sleeper and hard to awaken and these 
are of the opinion that he never thor- 
ouhglv awoke during the fire. 

H. T. Eals was a son of Henry T. 
Eals, of Cynthiana, a prominent real 
estate dealer, and had been in Win-' 
Chester for some time in the employ- 
ment of the Burley Tobacco Society. 
He was a popular and capable young 
man and his tragic end is greatly re- 
gretted. 

Bennect Thoams. of this city, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Doug Thomas, had a 
thrilling experenice in the fire. Mr. 
Thomas was a boarder at the hotel, 
his room being on the third floor. 
When he as awakened all avenues of 
escape was cut off by the flames. 

With rare presence of mind Mr. 
Thomas grabbed the two sheets off the 
bed and made a rope of them. He 
then tied one end to the foot railing of 
the bed and let himself down to a sec- 
ond story window. He then, with sup- 
erhuman strength, jerked the sheet 
rope from its fastening. He then fas- 
tened same to a wire and let himself 
down until he could touch a telephone 
pole, which he grabbed and slid to the 
ground in safety, but rather uncom* 
fortable condition as he was barefoot* 
ed, bareheaded and minus everything 
eise but his underclothing and over- 
coat, which he happened to pick up in

Encouraging Figures. 

j _ 

Democrats have every reason to feel, 
encouraged by their showing in the 
national election figures. The com- 
plete officiai ^canvass of the popular 
vote for President gives plenty of ba- 
j sis for rejoicing^even in defeat. 

The comparitive increase in the total 
i vote for Republican and Democratic 
| candidate is so strongly in favor of the 
' latter as to make that of the former 
unconsequental. 

Bryan polled 1,315,211 more votes 
than did Parker in 1904, whereas Taft 
i was able to increase his vote over 
that of Roosevelt i 1904 J.by only 14 
190. Bryan’s increase over the Demo- 
cratic vote of four years ago nearly 
i ebual to the total increase in the whole 
number of votes cast over that of 1904. 

Furthermore it is the largest Demo- 
cratic vote ever cast in the United 
; States. 

The election returns are illuminating 
also as regards the figures for the 
i minor parties. Neither the Socialists, 

I the Prohibitions nor Hearst’s private 
party cast anywhere near the vote the 
anticipated, while the Populists lost 
| heavily compared with 1904. 

The figures demonstrate conclusive- 
ly^hat the great political battles k for 
many years to come will continue to be 
fought between the Republican and 
| Democratic parties. The [figures show ! 
j further that the Democratic party is ; 
gaining while the Republican remain , 
i nearly stationary. 

Four years more of Republican rule 
ought to insure a decisive ^Democratic 
! victory in 1912 if the Democrats “Keep 
; their powder dry,” their enthusiasm 
j strong and their oragniaztion effective. 

The Calamity in Italy. 

The great earthquake zones of the ! 
| earth lie generally in long lines of 
I gradual curves, following mountain 
1 chains of volcanic rock. In the often- 
harassed Sicilian Calabrian region, the 
I scene of Monday's calamity, the fanci- 
j fui might trace upon the mak a sickle 
i of death, copmaratively narrow, curv- 
ing slowly'from the East to the North- 
east, Its beginning is in the mountain 
of Central Sicily, its end in the narrow 
instep of the bo„t of lower Italy. 

In this stricken region Sicily and 
Calabria are join. The mountain rock 
merely dips under the water at Mes- 
sina Straits. Etna, two miles high, 
the greatest volcano of Italy, is in 
modern phrase the power-house of the 
ungovernable force that kills men so 
pitilessly. The old fable held that En- 
celadus was here imprisoned, breathing 
flame and shaking the earth with his 
struggles to be free. Vesuvius to a 
slight extent only, Stromboli on its 
j island between usally in a somewhat 
| greater degree, sympathize with the 
| giants’s throes. 

Messina is almost at the centre of 
I the earthquake zone, but its greater 
i foe is the sea. Here are Scylla and 
1 Charybdis of the ancient navigators. 
The car ferry that connects Sicily with 
the mainland is often interrupted in 
winter. Three days of south wind, the 
dreaded “sirocco,” and it must stop. 
The narrow funnel-like strait, that 
! piles a winter storm into such danger- 
ous waves, pinched up the tidal wave 
o! the earthuake into the wall of water 
i that overwhelmed Messina and Reggio. 

I The water killed its scores where the 
earthquake had slain one ; and fire and 
; pillage followed, as if humane men 
were merely making war. 

Along the stricken shore of Sicily 
! and on the western shore of Calabria 

I 

the railroad follows the sea at low 
level. At every station villages have 
huddled on the flat land at the foot of 



the hilis. the fishermen’s huts edging 
the very beach. In all these luckless 
places the tidal wave must have re- 
peated uj^pn a smaller scale the horrors 
of Messina and Catania. 

The Sicilian east coast had already 
suffered one disaster in this ill starred 
month. Early in December torrential 
rains poured down upon the bare, 
gaunt, stripped mountains of the in- 
terior, swell to huge torrents the dry | 
brook course of a six-months drought, ! 
swept away roads fand railroads, 
drowned many people and covered the 
streets and houses of the low coast vil- 
lages with mud often many feet deep. 
The work of reparation had scarcely 
begun when the greater calamity 
swept the shore. 

As when Vesuvius last broke loose, 
people will wonder why men choose to 
dwell in such scenes of danger. , But 
between the great disasters that make 
so portentous a printed list are long 
periods when the slopes arejgolden with 
lemons ripening and the rich soil smiles 
with double harvests. A volcano is not ; 
such a bad neighbor. It always gives 
warning, and in its worst fits enriches ; 
the soil. The earthquake in its appall- 
ing fury and unescapable suddenness is 

a different matter.

Ancient Greeks and *he Process of 
Sterilizing Water. 

The ancient Greeks already recom- 
mended the use of sterilized water. 
Rufus of Ephesus, in the first century 
of this era, taught that “all water 
-from rivers and ponds is bad except 
that from the Nile, Water from rivers 
which flow through unhealthy soil, 
stagnant water and that which flows 
near public bathing places is harmful. 
The best water is that which has been 
boiled in baked earthenware * vessels, 
cooled and then heated a second time 
before drinking.” 

This hygienic prescription was in- 
tended both for healthy and sick peo- 
ple, since it was applied to the armies: 

“During marches and in camps pits 
must be dug successively from the 
highest point to the lowest level of the 
place. These holes should be lined 
with clay such as is used for making 
pottery and the water should be made 
to percolate through it. The water will 
leave all its impurities in these pits.” 

It may be inquired how the ancient 
Greeks, knowing the processes of ster- 
ilization and filtration of water which 
they applied to that of the most limpid 
rivers, should have drunk without pre- 
cautions the water of the Nile, which 
trar microscopes allow us to declare 
# ‘Bound,” but which is in appearance 
the most worthy of suspicion of all 
and Is so muddy, so yellow, that it re- 
sembles wine.— Gazette des Eaux. 



Said to Have Originally Indicated 
Wetness, Not Coldness. 

There is a prevailing impression that 
there is something in the word “win- 
ter” that signifies cold, and the sea- 
son is usually associated with the idea 
of low’ temperature, but where the 
word originated there was little of 
winter as we understand it, while 
there was a great deal of moisture at 
the time the earth was nearest to the 
sun, so that it is not the temperature 
but the atmospheric condition that has 
given us the word. 

The word “winter,” as we use it, is 
found with but slight modifications in 
all the branches of the Aryan lan- 
guages, for the idea of wetness asso- 
ciated with the season was given to It 
before the Aryan family was divided* 

If we go to the root of the word we 
find “w r ad,” with the signification of to 
well, to wash out, to moisten or make 
wet. Our Aryan ancestors used that 
root to apply to all conditions of 
moisture, and many words besides 
winter have grown out of it, wet and 
water being among them. 

This root “wad” is in the Sanskrit as 
“udan,” water. Anglo-Saxon has “wae- 
ter,” and in Latin we have “uuda,” 
wave, from which we get our “inun- 
date.” 

Our Danish and Swedish cousins 
changed the “w” into a “v” and have 
“vinter.” In Icelandic it is ‘-‘vetir,” 
and the old high German has “win- 
tar,” and it is “winter” in German. 
These four words are all from the 
Teutonic base “wata,” which means 
wet. So it has been moisture that has 
been indicated from the birth of the 
root on which all of the different words 
in a dozen languages have grown.— 
New York Herald. 



Some Wonderful Answers by School- 
room Small Boys. 

“Mushrooms always grow in damp 
places, and so they look like umbrel- 
las,” wrote a small boy in the science 
examination.

flow the Fabulous Monster Was Pic- 
tured by Ancient Writers. 

The basilisk was the most famous 
Of the many fabulous monsters of me- 
diaeval folklore. According to the 
popular notion, it was hatched by a 
toad from an egg laid by the cock of 
the common barnyard fowl. In the 
ancient picture books it was usually 
represented as an eight limbed ser- 
pent or dragon, sometimes with and 
sometimes without wings. Its name 
Is derived from bnsiliscos, meaning a 
little king, and was applied because 
the creature was figured with a circle 
of white spots on its head which much 
resembled a crown. The cockatrice, a 
species of basilisk, besides having a 
crown, possessed a comb which was 
an exact counterpart of the cock’s. 

Pliny assures us tha’t the basilisk 
had a voice which “struck terror to 
the hearts of men, beasts and ser- 
pents.” The Bible classes it with the 
lion, the serpent and the dragon as 
one of the most formidable creatures. 
Old writers— Pliny, Bascho and others 
—say that its bite was mortal in every 
case, that its breath was suffocating 
and that no plant would grow in the 
vicinity of its lair. Its dead body 
'was often suspended in belfries to pre- 
vent swallows from building there.

Red Plant Which Feeds Upon Ants 
and Other Insects. 

Almost everj’body knows there are 
such thiugs as insectivorous or carniv- 
orous plants, but it is doubtful if many 
know we have any such plants grow- 
ing right here in southern Florida. 
Nevertheless there is a plant, or, rath- 
er, herb, growing here which is really 
Insectivorous. 

It is likely that on account of its be- 
ing extremely small it has escaped 
attention. In fact, it seems to have 
been overlooked by the botanists also, 
as we are unable to find it classed 
among the sensitive plants. 

This is an annual herb, and the en- 
tire plant, including the flowers, is of 
a deep rich red color. It rarely reach- 
ed a height of more than three inches 
and is never so broad. The leaves are 
spatulate when undisturbed and pre- 
sent many small fibrillae and secrete 
at their tips a tenacious fluid which Is 
capable of holding the very small in- 
jects, such as auts and the like, upon 
which it feeds. When any of these get 
lodged in the fluid and disturb these 
fibrillae the leaves slowly acquire a 
deep cut shape and sometimes curl 
completely up over their victim. When 
they have absorbed the insect they 
slowly recover their original shape, 
leaving only the skeleton of the insec t 
remaining. 

These plants grow on the very low, 
flat, poor and sandy lands. They ap- 
pear In the late winter a^d early 
spring months— Punta Gorda (Fla.) 
Herald.

State Officials Oppose Revision. 

When Gov. Willson informed the 
members of the special commission ap- 
pointed by him to revise the tax laws 
of the State that members of his ad- 
ministration were backing him up on 
the tax revision proposition, he did not 
know that Frank James, State Auditor 
and Capt Ed Farley, State Treasurer, 
were opposed to the scheme. 

Both these men are look ing with 
grave disfavor upon the plan to radi- 
cally change the state tax laws, how- 
ever, and are not keeping their disap- 
proval under cover. It is not that they 
wish to oppose the Governor in the 
movement that he has originated, but 
for the simple reason that they think 
the present laws, with, possible, one 
or two changes, are equitable and ade- 
quate. Auditor James, who has had 
wide experience in matters pertaining 
to taxation, has made a study of the 
present tax system, and thinks tnat at 
least it should be given a fair trial. 

The law was enacted only two years 
ago. and both Auditor f James and 
Treasurer Farley are of the opinion 
that it should be at least given a trial 
of four or five years. It is not fully 
understood as yet, but already results 
tend to show that it is most effective. 

“Before formulating a new tax law, 
it would be well to go over the present [ Roberts, 
law,” said Capt.rarley Tuesday morn- 
ing, “with a view to correcting any 
glaring defcet that may be found in it. 

More than a year was spent in formu- 
lating the present tax law, and why 
this should now be discarded for an al- 
together new system, 1 can not under- 
1 stand.”
